Total Number of Parcels Delin- 
quent for 1933 Is 47,485; Own- 
ers Owe $6,445,900. 

Taxes due last year on 47,485 par- 
cels of St. Louis real estate, or 31.6 
per cent of the entire number of 
parcels assessed for taxation, are 
delinquent, according to a compila- 
tion today by E. G. Schubkegel, tax 
examiner for the Comptroller’s of- 

fice. 

A year ago, the taxes on 44,646 
parcels of real estate were delin- 
quent. The increase in delinquen- 
cies in the year has been 2839. The 
latest assessment figures show a 
total of 149,779 parcels assessed 
in the city. 

The total delinquency on real es- 
tate for last year is $6,445,911, so 
that the bills now delinquent aver- 
age $135 each. This tax figure would 
represent an average assessment of 
$4954 on the parcels, indicating that 
many small home owners are de- 
ferring payments.

COLON, Panama, April 26.—The 


fleet is in, and the twin cities of 
Colon in Panama and Cristobal in 
the United States were joyous to- 
day. 

With 111 United States warships 
in the harbor, 15,000 naval men are 
ashore on liberty daily. There are

$52,000 Taken in Robbery 

This was the first time Dillinger 
and Hamilton had been definitely 
connected with the Mason City 
holdup which netted seven machine 
gun robbers $52,344 and resulted in 
the wounding of a bystander when 
the raiders sprayed the town’s 
main street with bullets in their 
getaway. 

Dillinger and Hamilton suffered 
shoulder wounds.

Shot at St. Paul March 31 

Thus, Dillinger has been’ shot 
twice within six weeks. Dillinger’s 
other wound was sustained March 
31, when he and at least two asso- 
ciates fought their way out of a 
police trap in a St. Paul apartment. 
Dillinger was shot in the leg and 
later attended by Dr. Clayton E. 
May, Minneapolis physician. May 
and his nurse are held on charges 
of harboring a criminal. 

Dr. Mortensen, who is prominent 
in American Legion circles, and is 
president of the State Board of 
Health, was named city health of- 
ficer about two months ago. 

Statement by Doctor. 

In a statement at the time of his 
suspension, Dr. Mortensen said he 
examined the wounds and found 
they were not dangerous. 

“I had no thought that these men 
were criminals or belonged to any 
gang until they were departing,” 
he said. “Then I caught sight of a 
machine gun under one of the men’s 
coats.” 

It was not until a week or 10 
days later, he added, that he had 
any idea the men were wanted as 
escaped convicts. He received no 
fee for his service, he said. 

“I recognized the picture of Dil- 
linger when I was called to the 
Federal building Friday, April 20,” 
the statement concluded, “and also 
recognized another man with him 
as Hamilton. All this information 
I have given to Federal officials.”

Robert H. McNeill, chief defense 
counsel, speaking of Cannon, con- 
tended Government attorneys de- 
sired to “unfrock him, humiliate 
him, and break him like a shaft 
from the clouds.” 

Leslie C. Garnett, District Attor- 
ney, said: \ 

“Don’t let the eminence of one or 
the sex of the other deter you from 
finding the facts. The ballot box 
of this country should be the na- 
tion’s holy of holies, Destroy the 
purity of this and organized wealth, 
organized communism, organized 
crime may destroy your country.” 

McNeill denied the Government 
had proved conspiracy or any di- 
version of campaign funds. 

“I am talking not only for a ver- 
dict, I am talking to preserve a 
name that has been a household 
word for 40 years,” he said. Re 
calling the presumption of inno- 
cence under the law, McNeill said 
that when Cannon “came to meet 
the hatred of his enemies he came 
in here innocent.” 

“Miss Burroughs,” he added, “was 
not only innocent but she was the 
victim of the hatred of the enemies 
of a friend.”

McNeill turned back to the ref- 
erence yesterday of John J. Wil- 
son, chief Government prosecutor, 
to Cannon’s assertion that some of 
his co-workers in the campaign 
had died since the 1928 election.

LAURA INGALLS ENDS 
TO,000-MILE FLIGHT 


Back in New York—No Acci- 
dents or Complications on 
Circuit of South America.

Central and South America, Laura 
Ingalls set her plane down at Floyd 
Bennett Field yesterday, eight 
weeks after her take-off.

DOES NOT RESIST 


‘I’m No Killer,’ He Tells 
Police — Denies Former 
Leader Helped Him Es- 
cape. 


By the Associated Press. 

SHERMAN, Tex., April 26.— 
Raymond Hamilton, Texas bad 
man and estwhile pal of Clyde 
Barrow, notorious outlaw of the 
Southwest, ran right into the arms 
of the law yesterday when a party 
of officers halted his automobile as 
he sped away with $1000 he had 
scooped up in a small town bank 
two hours before. Although two 
pistols were found in the car, Ham- 
ilton surrendered without a fight. 

“I’m not a killer,” Hamilton said. 
“T’a always give up at the show- 
down instead of fighting it out.” 

A quick trial at which the prose- 


_ eution will seek the death penalty 


was ordered at Dallas today for 
Hamilton. He will be tried on a 
charge of robbery with firearms—a 
capital offense—in the holdup of the 
Grand Prairie State Bank March 19. 

With Hamilton when his car was 
stopped at Howe, seven miles south 
of Sherman, was T. R. Brooks, 21, 
of Wichita Falls, Tex., whom Ham- 
ilton said he picked up on a freight 
train. 

Hamilton, who escaped from 
Eastham prison farm three months 
ago, entered the First National 
Bank at Lewisville yesterday, cov- 
ered the president and assistant 
cashier with a pistol, took the 
loose cash in the cashier’s cage and 
dashed out into a waiting car. 

Denies Barrow Helped Him. 

Hamilton said he had not seen 
Barrow “since the Lancaster Bank 
robbery.” He said they parted at 
Terre Haute, Ind., in a friendly 
split. He denied that Barrow had 
engineered his escape from East- 
ham prison farms, 
“bought his way out.” 

The desperado had been serving 
sentences aggregating 263 years for 
bank robberies, gasoline station 
holdups and other robberies. 

The capture of the desperado 
was marked by the death of one 
man, who was driving the robbers’ 
confiscated car after it was stopped 
on the highway. Howard Gunter, 
a member of a posse pursuing 
Hamilton and Brooks, was injured 
fatally when .he car was wrecked 
in a collision in the business dis- 
trict here. 

Details of the Capture. 

Fast driving—used by the Dallas 
desperado so successfully in former 
getaways—failed to keep him out 
of reach of the law and he was 
abruptly halted at the little farm- 
ing community of Howe. 

Driving the car at top speed after 
the bank holdup, Hamilton tore 
through Little Elm, 15 miles north- 
east of Lewisville, seven minutes 
ahead of pursuing officers. At 
Frisco, in Colling County, he was 
leading his nearest pursuers by 15 
minutc:. Then he turned onto the 
highway leading toward Sherman 
and as he raced into Howe, he 
found his way blocked by officers. 
He then surrendered. Officers 
said Hamilton and Brooks would be 
taken to the county jail at Dallas 
for safe-keeping. 

Guard Killed in Escape. 

When Hamilton fled Jan. 16 from 
Eastham State Prison Farm in a 
daring break reported then planned 
by Barrow, a guard, Major Crow- 
son, was wounded fatally and an- 
other guard was seriously hurt. 

Along with Hamilton, three other 
convicts made their get-away. They 
were Henry Methvin, who is 
thought to be with Barrow now; 
Joe Palmer, and Hilton Bybee, who 
has been recaptured. 

The desperado said he did not 
have a pistol when he fled the 
Eastham farm. He said: “When the 
shooting started I just ran like 
hell.” 

Floyd Hamilton, his brother, has 
been charged with the robbery of 
the Grand Prairie State Bank and 
with complicity to murder and aid- 
ing a convict to escape in connec- 
tion with Hamilton's delivery from 
the Eastham prison farm. 

In St. Louis Hospital. 

Hamilton told of staying at a 
New Orleans hotel several days re- 
cently. After he left New Orleans, 
Hamilton said he _ traveled “in 
style” to St. Louis, occupying a 
Pullman car of a fast train. On 
his arrival in St. Louis, Hamilton 
said he assumed another alias and 
went directly to a hospital, where 
he underwent an operation to have 
a bone removed from his nose. 

He said he stayed in St. Louis 
several days at the Auditorium 
Hotel. Soon his money began to 
dwindle and he decided on a return 
trip to Texas, He left St. Louis 
practically broke and sstarted 
“riding the rods.” 

Hamilton admitted he robbed the 
United States Government armory 
at Ranger, obtaining a machine gun

" Final Chapter of Captain’s Story

ABOARD THE S&S. 8. MAIOTIS, 
March 29.—We were steaming slow- 
ly toward Istanbul when suddenly 


at 6 a. m. two Turkish police 
launches came alongside. I was 
asked to lower a ladder. 

Several policemen boarded and 
asked for the ship list and Insull’s 
passport. I protested that they 
were violating the rights of a ship 
in transit, but I finally had to com- 
ly. 
During all this Insull remained in 
his cabin, apparently unaware of 
what was happening. While we 
were showing the police our records 
we managed to get provisions 
aboard, 

Then, just as everything seemed 
all right, another motor launch 
came alongside and a high police 
official boarded. He ordered us to 
await the Governor’s permission to 
sail. 

Surprise and Terror. 

Several squads of police came on 
board and a special guard went 
down to Insull’s cabin. He was 
completely surprised. This gave 
way to terror. I tried to calm nim, 
saying that the ship had all its pa- 
pers in order and we would have 
to be given a permit to continue. 
He replied: 

“It looks to me that, no matter 
what anybody says, I am under ar- 
rest again.” 

He asked if it wouldn’t be pos- 
sible to sail away without the Gov- 
ernor’s order. I explained this 
would be impossible with almost a 
whole regiment of police aboard. I 
urged him to lie down and sleep. 
He answered: 

“IT cannot; I am too worried.” 

He Talks of Escape. 

Then I began pointing out the 
strange mosques on the shoreline, 
but he showed no interest. At din- 
ner we spread a banquet before 
him, but he scarcely ate anything. 
He talked continuously of the pos- 
sibility of escape. 

That night at 11 p. m., the Chief 
of Police boarded with an order 
commanding Insull’s appearance be- 
fore the Attorney-General.  I[nsull 
refused to accept it and tried to 
argue with the police chief ir En- 
glish. The officer insisted that he 
come along. Insull looked appeal- 
ingly at me, as if I could save him. 

Then he tried to communicate 
with the officer in the sign lan- 
guage; trying to make it plain that 
he couldn’t go because he was ill. 
This puzzled the officer and he 
said he would return later after 
conferring with his superior. 

The guards were instructed not to 
let Insull close his cabin door. In- 
sull was in a nervous state. He 
paced to and fro in his cabin most 
of the night, pausing now and then 
to search his .luggage and destroy 
some paper. 

“A Lot of Political Enemies.” 

March 30: Insull was up at dawn. 
He had slept only an hour and was 
in a highly nervous state. i tried 
to divert his attention with some 
English papers, but he was so up- 
set he couldn’t look at them. He 
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kept bombarding me with ques 
tions about how he could get away, 
saying: 

“I know the United States will 
do everything possible to have me 
arrested and sent back. I have a 
lot of political enemies in the Unit- 
ed States.” 

March 31: I was permitted to go 
ashore. I tried by cables and ap- 
peals to the Greek Consul to get 
the ship out of port, but nothing 
helped: I came back to the ship 
and told Insull] that even Mme. 
Couyoumjorlu, his friend who was 
to meet him at Constanza, had 
been temporarily held by Turkish 
police when her boat docked here, 

He prepared a letter to her and 
asked me to try to deliver it. He 
gave me a telegram to friends in 
London. Police prevented me from 
getting the letter to the lady. 

Insull was completely desolated 
by this sorry turn of fortune. Sad- 
ly he remarked: 

“I guess I am lost. Now my ene- 
mies in America will have their tri- 
umph.” 

He was so tired he fell asleep 
with his clothes on. 

Forced to Go Ashore. 

April 1: I decided to go ashore 
once more in an effort to prevent 
Insull from being taken off the 
boat. Again Insull asked me to 
cable his London friends and his 
Greek lawyers. He was frantic. 

When I left he was busy going 
through his trunks. When I re 
turned police came aboard with me. 
Their chief notified Insull, this time 
through an interpreter, that he’ 
would have to go ashore. 

Insull was dumbfounded. He 
couldn’t speak, he was so choked 
with emotion. Apparently he had 
hoped to the last to escape some- 
how. Policemen took him by the 
arm to hurry things along. At 4:10 
p. m. he was taken off in a police 
launch. He looked exhausted. 

As he left on what was to be the 
prelude of his journey back to the 
United States, Insull turned to me 
and said: 

“At last my enemies have suc- 
ceeded in doing what they have 
been trying to do for two years.” 


DEATH PENALTY IS APPROVED 
IN INTERSTATE KIDNAPINGS 


House Committee Also Would Make 
Riots at U. 8S. Prisons Federal 
Offenses.

WASHINGTON, April 26. — A 
measure to permit the death pen- 
alty for interstate kidnapings was 
approved todey by the House Ju- 
diciary Committee. 

The bill provides that failure of 
the kidnaping victim to be returned 
in seven days shall be presumed 
as evidence of his having been 
transported across a state line. The 
death penalty would not be im 
if the victim were returned in 
sound health. 

The committee also approved an- 
other measure asked by the Attor- 
ney-General, to make it a Federal 
offense to incite riots, assist in es- 
capes and other offenses in connec- 
tion with Federal penal institutions. 

Majority Leader Byrns said the 
crime bills so far acted on should 
be taken up tomorrow by the House 
and passed without delay.

With Supplies Packed

DAWSON CREEK, B. C., April 
26.—Three Chicagoans arrived at 
this outpost, 300 miles northwest 
of Edmonton, yesterday, after hav- 


Stiing been snowbound in the North 


throughout the winter. . 

Capt. C. A. Simmons, Mrs. Betty 
Rossbach, and Pilot John Bonnell 
came here in a rebuilt airplane, 


which crashed last Aug. 21 in the 
remote Upper Halfway country, 
near Cypress Creek. 

Other members of the party, Paul 
Rossbach, Herman Hatfield, me- 
chanic, and Alton Seamons, re 
mained in the camp set up after 
the crash. 

The party was exploring the pos- 
sibilities of landing places between 
Fort St. John and the “Tropical 
Valley” area of Northern British 
Columbia, when the motor of the 
machine quit cold above Cypress 
Creek. It was wrecked, but none 


The six, realizing they would be 
marooned all winter, set at once to 
build a shelter, a three-room log 
cabin. They made the furniture 
themselves. : 
For 35 consecutive days in De- 
cember and Janury the tempera- 
ture was between 20 and 75 de- 
grees below zero, Capt. Simmons 
said. Before the snow became too 
deep, the party cleared a space of 
stumps for a take-off field. 
Homemade snowshoes and tobog- 
gans were fashioned from spruce 
and birch. Food consisted largely 
of native meat. Flour, milk, su- 
gar, tea and other supplies had 
to be taken in 250 miles by pack 
horses. 

A train of 30 horses took out 
5000 pounds of supplies, including 
tanks of oxygen and acetylene gas, 
@ small, air-cooled gasoline engine, 
power saw, tool grinder, drills and 
other tools. So great were the 
hardships on the trail that five of 
the 30 horses died. 

Only One Case of Sickness. 
Repairing the ship took 100 days. 
For the last few days the party 
subsisted entirely on oatmeal por- 
ridge without milk, rations having 
run out. 

Capt. Simmons, accompanied by 
Gordon Schulthorpe of Brady 
Ranch, traveled 100 miles on snow- 
shoes to take in gasoline and a few 
essential supplies from Bear Fiat 
Postoffice. 

Exposure from sleeping in the 
open without a sleeping bag in the 
Halfway Cannon resulted in an at- 
tack of fever for Capt. Simmons, 
confining him to bed for several 
days. This was the only sickness 
experienced by the party during its 
“six months outside civilization.” 


SUIT TO ENJOIN COAL CODE 
IN WEST KENTUCKY FIELD 


Operators Seek to Prevent Enforce- 
ment of $4.60 Wage for Seven- 
Hour Day.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 26.— 
Suit to enjoin enforcement of the 
NRA code in the Western Ken- 
tucky soft coal fields was filed in 
Federal District Court here today 
by the operators of the mines. 

The petition said 90 per cent of 
the operators, who already by com- 
mon consent have closed down 
their mines except for contract pro- 
duction, were represented in the 
legal effort to prevent enforcement 
of the $4.60 a seven-hour day or- 
dered by the NRA for the Western 
Kentucky field. Enforcement of 
the order, the petition contended, 
would cause irreparable injury or 
annihilation to the coal industry in 
that field. . 

The suit contended that coal min- 
ing is a wholly intrastate business, 
not subject to regulation by Con- 
gress, but notwithstanding, the op- 
erators voluntarily co-operated with 
the President’s recovery program 
by submitting to a general code 
last year. 
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DUST STORMS DIM 
SUNLIGHT AND PILE 
SOIL INTO DRIFTS 


Drouth and Heat Said to Have 
Reduced 1500-Acre Missouri 
Lake to Three Acres. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, April 26.—Dust storms 
sweeping over the Middle West are 
menacing crops, according to some 
authorities. Dust or sand storms 


are common in some states west of 
the Mississippi River, but vast 
clouds of flying dust recently have 
dimmed sunlight and cast a pecu- 
liar haze over many localities for 
east of the river. 

Storms have been sweeping the 
wheat country, blowing dust and 
dirt for many miles, piling it up 
against snow fences in some cases 
until they were buried. 

Eric Miller, Federal Meteorologist 
at Madison, Wis., attributes the 
dust storm to the past two or three 
years of drouth. ‘ Strong winds are 
now picking up “Ine particles of soil 
pulverized by the hot sun. This 
dust, he said, falls when it becomes 
moist while traveling over areas 
where’ evaporation cf lake, river or 
swamp waters is ‘aking place. He 
thinks little crop damage results 
from such a storm because as much 
dust is blown out of a state as 
comes in. Other authorities said 
that much damage would result 
from the storms. 

As a result of the drouth, storms 
and heat, a lake near Richmond, 
Mo., normally 1500 acres in extent, 
has been reduced to three acres. 
Des Moines, Ia., reported wind mak- 
ing drifts of soil. Aviators reported 
“0 blowing at the altitude of a 
mile. 


COURT FINDS NO COLLUSION 
IN THE INSULL RECEIVERSHIPS 


U. 8. Judge Lindley’s Ruling Ends 
One of Several Investi- 
gations.

CHICAGO, April 26. — Federal 
Judge Walter C. Lindley ruled in 
an opinion handed down today that 
no collusion or fraud had been 


practiced on his court in the Insul] 
receivership cases. 

The Judge's opinion ended one of 
several inquiries into how the In- 
sull operating and securities com- 
panies were put into receivership. 

One effect of the decision, it was 
explained, will be to continue 
Charles A. McCulloch as receiver 
for Middlewest Utilities, the giant 
Insull holding company and key 
concern of Samuel Insull’s light 
and power empire. 

The Judge expressed regret that 
he made Samuel Insull Jr. a re- 
ceiver for Insull’s Middle West Util- 
ities Co. because of lack of informa- 
tion. Counsel for the creditor banks 
should have advised him, the Judge 
said, of Insull’s “previous sanction 
of questionable use of Middle West’s 
funds. “I would not have appoint- 
ed Samuel Insull had the Court 
been advised,” he said. 

The late Edward N. Hurley and 
Charlies A. McCullough served as 
receivers. Judge Lindley said af- 
fairs of the company had been so 
creditably managed by them that 
the giant company is “on the verge 
of an attempt to reorganize.”

SAYS CITY LIGHT COST 
IS ABOVE ESTIMATE 


Director Wall Puts New In- 
stallations $500,000 Above 
Expected Total. 


At a budget conference of the 
Board of. Estimate and Apportion- 
ment today, Director of Public Util- 
ities Wall said the saving made pos- 
sible by installation of electric 
street lights would not be nearly 
so large as was shown in the esti- 
mates of Ralf Toensfeldt, chief 
electrical engineer of the depart- 
ment. He added that instead of the 
$1,500,000 estimated by Toensfeldt, 
the work of installation would 
cost $2,000,000, of which $1,044,453 
had been spent. 

Mayor Dickmann seemed _ sur- 
prised by Wall’s statement. He said 
that if he had known earlier that 
another $1,000,000 would be needed 
for electric light installation, an 
item for that purpose could have 
been included in the bond issue pro- 
posals to be voted on May 15. 

Toensfeldt Stands by Figures. 

Toensfeldt, who was not at the 

Board of Estimate meeting, said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
still stood by his original estimate 
of $1,500,000 cost for the needed 
electric installation work, and that 
the work could now be completed 
for less than $500,000, a little more 
than $1,000,000 having been spent. 
He said his figures on the saving 
to be effected, by replacing gas and 
naphtha lamps with electric lamps, 
had not been realized because of 
the stoppage of the work, which 
was in the hands of CWA work- 
ers. 
The Board of Estimate meeting 
was held for the purpose of going 
over the Department of Public 
Utilities budget. When the items 
of Director Wall’s estimate were 
read, the item of 0868,300 for light- 
ing streets and boulevards for 
1934-35 was shown. Last year’s 
corresponding item was $917,863, 
so that the reduction this year is 
less than $50,000. 

Saving Below Estimate. 
Budget Director Meyers said he 
had understood that a saving of 
much more than $50,000 was to be 
expected as a result of the change 
of illuminants. 

“Mr. Toensfeldt estimated that 
the saving would be $225,000 a4 
year,” Director Wall replied, “but 
we have found that this will not 
be realized, also that it will take 
another $1,000,000 to complete the 
work.” This $1,000,000, as stated, 
would be in addition to the more 
than $1,000,000 already spent, mak- 
ing the total cost $2,000,000 or more, 
instead of the Original $1,500,000 es- 
timate. 

Toensfeldt, when seen by a re 
porter, said the $1,044,453 already 
expended was inclusive of CWA la- 
bor paid by the Federal Govern- 
ment and material costs paid by the 
Government and by the city. He 
said that of 6844 gas and naphtha 
lamps originally in service, 3175 
were still in use, and that 3669 
had been. replaced with 5544 elec- 
tric standards ,the electric lamps 
being spaced more closely. |

Agnini Finds New 
LOSES BLUE EAGLE Opera House Stage Shallow 


Director 
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Only 48 Feet Deep as Against Metropolitan’s 
86 and San Francisco’s 99 — Architect 
Suggests Way to Overcome Defect. 


Armando F. Agnini, stage direc. 
tor of the Metropolitan Opera 
House, New York, and stage iirec- 
tor of the St. Louis grand opera 
season, praises the exterior and in- 
terior beauty of the Auditorium, but 
feels that it was designed primarily 
as a music and entertainment hall, 
rather than for grand opera. In nis 
work of the last few days, he nas 
at times longed for “just a little 
more space—even seven or eight 
feet,” in the depth of the stage. 

To the audiences, the triumphal 
scene in the second act of “Aida,” 
and the groupings of soldiers and 
gypsies in “Il Trovatore,” were im- 
pressive and satisfying. But Agnini 
feels that he could have made these 
Same scenes more effective with a 
deeper stage, taking background 
and sky farther to the rear, and 
increasing the sense of illusion 
which is the essence of dramatic 
charm. 

San Franciscos Stage. 

Standing on the stage with a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, Agnini 
pointed to the depth line, 48 feet 
from the pit to the rear drop, in 
contrast with the width of 140 feet. 
He considers the width ample, »ut 
the depth insufficient, for the most 
effective use in grand opera. 

“The builders of this auditorium,” 
Agnini said, “evidently meant it to 
serve in the main as a place of gen- 
eral entertainment, and it is ad- 
mirably adapted for that purpose. 
In San Francisco, where I helped to 
plan the Opera House, it was built 
by the city primarily fo. grand op- 
era, with the knowledge that it 
would be used for many other pur- 
poses. To me, that seems the better 
plan, as it is better to have too 
much room at times than to lack 
room at times. 

“San Francisco’s stage is 90 feet 
deep, that of the Metropolitan 86 
feet, as compared with 48 feet here. 
Not only for grand opera, but for a 
dramatic production of unusual 
size, such as “The Miracle,’ the 
space for scenery is not suffi- 
cient.” 

Prefers Different Lighting. 

Agnini has had difficulty also 
with the stage lighting, finding that 
the round glass of the border 
lights was less adapted to proper 
illumination of stage and scenery 
than square lights would be. He 
had noted a tendency to a streaked 
effect in the lighting of the scenery 
An upper row of spotlights has 
been installed to overcome this. 

For grand opera, too, Agnini 
would have a stage pit, and bridges 
making possible the elevation of 
some parts of the stage to different 
heights. This, he says, would be 
serviceable for large choral events, 
where stage bridges would make 
it possible to raise tiers of seats 
without bringing in miniature 
grandstands. The present stage is 
an unbroken surface. 

“Stage traps and bridges are 
almost indispensable in Wagner- 
ian productions,” Agnini said. “In 
the Wagner Ring operas at the 
Metropolitan, the bridge arrange 
ment made it possible to show girls 
swimming.”

WASHINGTON, April 26.— A 
$417,000,000 new revenue bill, repre- 
senting a conference victory for the 
Senate’s high-tax bloc, is on its 
way toward final congressional en- 
actment. 

Conferees on the measure came 
to an agreement last night after 
two days of work.

The conference agreement is com- 
plete except for the Senate amend- 
ment adding 10 per cent to all in- 
dividual income tax returns next 
year. 

The House will take a separate 
vote on this. That chamber also 
will be the first to act on the con- 
ference report. 

House Democratic leaders do not 
look for floor consideration before 
Monday. Should the House reject 
the 10 per cent “recovery” levy pro- 
posed and accept the report, only 
Senate approval of the report would 
be required to send the measure 
to the White House. 

Agreement on the bill cleared the 


already passed. 
The Senate Finance Committee 


will begin public hearings on this 
administration proposal tomorrow. 

Senate tax bill conferees were 
jubilant over their numerous victo- 
ries. 

Part of this arose from inclusion 
of the most liberal income tax pub- 
licity provision ever to escape con- 
ference shears. The La Follette 
amendment, subjecting entire re- 
turns to public inspection, was 
modified to make only part of the 
return public. But even this was 
more than the independents looked 
for. 

Under the new provision, a tax- 
payer will be required to file a 
separate statement with his return, 
giving his name and address, total 
gross income, total deductions, net 
income, total credits against net in- 
come and tax payable. 

It is made mandatory that this 
statement shall be available for 
public examination under regula- 
tions prescribed by the Treasury. 

Should a taxpayer fail to file 
such gq statement the Treasury 
would do it for him, but would 
charge $5 for the work. 

Main Provisions of Bill. 


As for the bill as a whole, the 
$417,000,000 which experts estimat- 
ed the conference draft would raise 
in the first full year of operation 
does not take into account the $55,- 
900,000 which the added one-year 10 
per cent income levy would bring in. 

The House conferees won their 
principal victories on the income 
tax schedule. Their smaller sur- 
taxes on the lower income brackets 
—4 to 19 per cent on net incomes 
from $4000 to $32,000 in lieu of the 
Senate’s 5 to 21 per cent—were 
agreed to. The maximum surtax is 
9 per cent compared with 55 in 
existing law. 

The earned income credit pro- 
vision was compromised, with the 
10 per cent deduction vrom net in- 
come for tax purposes being allowed 
on net incomes up to $14,000 in- 
stead of $20,000 provided by the 
Senate and $8000 by the House. The 
flat normal income tax of 4 per cent 
was not in controversy. 

The Senate estate taxes, ranging 
from 1 per cent on net estates of 
$20,000 to 60 per cent on those above 
$10,000,000 were accepted. The 
Houseagroup, however, won resto- 
ration of the existing $50,000 gross 
estate exemption as agdinst the 
Senate’s $40,000. 

The Senate provision abolishing 
the privilege of corporations to file 
consolidated returns was retained 
with a modification to permit rail- 
roads to continue to file single re- 
turns. 

Coconut Oil Tax Modified. 

The’ controversial Philippine co- 
conut oil tax was modified to make 
the levy 8 cents a pound on im- 
ports from the Philippines and 5 
cents on the oil from other coun- 
tries. The House had provided a 
5 cent tax from all countries and 
the Senate 3 cents. The Senate 
provision returning all revenue 
fromthe Philippine levy to the in- 
sular treasury was retained. 

President Roosevelt had opposed 
a tax of any kind on the Philip- 
pines on the ground it would con- 
flict with promises in the Inde- 
pendence Act, but Senator Harri- 
son, head of the Senate conferees, 
said there was talk of the Presi- 
dent asking for approval of a joint 
resolution authorizing appointment 
of a commission to visit the 
islands to speed up independence. 

With some change in language 
the conferees agreed to the Senate 
tax on personal holding companies 
—30 per cent on the first $100,000 
of undistributed adjusted net in- 
come, plus 40 per cent on the 
excess. 

Also accepted were the Senate 
amendments eliminating excise 
axes on ‘ruit juices and soft drinks, 
candy, furs valued up to $75, and 
gold content articles valued up to

TREASURY REPORT. 
CALLED ‘A DUD’ | 
BY SILVER GROU 


Senator King | Says Idea |— 
Self-Seekers Are Behind 
Legislation Has Been Ex- 
ploded. 


By the Associated Fress. 

WASHINGTON, April 26.— The 
Treasury's investigation of silver 
holders was characterized today by 
members of the Senate silver bloc 
as “a dud.” Contendling that the 
inguiry had failed to disclose any 
personal interest in silver by the 
leaders of the move to remonetize 
it, the block pressed ahead harder 
than ever for action at this session 
on its silver proposals. 

Senator King (Dem., 
chairman of the silver bloe com- 
mittee, said that the Senate-ordered 
inguiry by Secretary Morgenthau 
not only was “a dud” but that 
had “exploded the idea that there 
was concerted activity on the part 
of those interested in silver to se- 
cure this legislation.” 

King said that those who were 
most interested in silver legislation 
were not the big bankers and busi- 
ness men, but farmers, small busi- 
ness men, and laborers. 

The “dud” characterization was 
challenged by few in the Senate 
and there was apparently little de- 
sire for a further investigation 
such as suggested by Morgenthau. 

Secretary Morgenthau submitted 
t othe Seante Banking Committee 
today a list of silver holders con- 
cerning which the Treasury had 
been unable to obtain informa- 
tion. He suggested a “further in- 
quiry.” 

Everett Sanders, chairman of the 
Republican National Committee, 
was disclosed as the holder of 
long contracts for 75,000 ounces of 
silver. 

Frank A. Vanderlip, one of those 
announced as the sponsors of the 
recent dinner to members of Con- 
gress interested in silver, was listed 
as the owner of long contracts for 
300,000 ounces. 

Others on the list are: Former 
Senator France (Rep.), Maryland, 
long eontracts for 200,000 ounces, 
and Gene Tunney, former heavy- 
weight boxing champion, long con- 
tracts for 150,000 ounces. 

The largest holder of “spot” sii- 
ver on the latest list to be an- 
nounced was E. L. Cord of Auburn, 
Ind., motor and airplane magnate. 
He was listed for 2,251,202.16 ounces. 
Cord also was listed for 24 short 
contracts, amounting to 600,000 
ounces. 

The third list also included 
Thomas M. Pierce Jr. of St. Louis, 
with 851,108.95 ounces. 

The silver senavrors contended the 
inquiry thus far had shown the 
biggest holders were banks and 
corporations which had a legiti- 
mate use for it. 

Close perusal of the list disclosed 
that in many of the largest hold- 
ings there were hedging operations 
largely belying any desire to specu- 
late. 

The National City Bank, for in- 
stance, which undoubtedly has 
large use for silver in international 
transactions, hold 7,594,166.48 ounces 
which is almost offset by short 
contracts for 7,000,000 ounces. 


WOMAN TEACHES AT KOCH 
HOSPITAL WITHOUT SALARY 


Miss Afleen McCarthy Stays on 
Theraphy Work Two Years 
After Job Is Abolished. 

Miss Aileen McCarthy, teacher of 
occupational therapy at Koch Hos- 
pital, has been working there more 
than two years without pay, re- 
ceiving only her maintenance, Dr. 
G. D. Kettelkamp, head of the in- 
stitution, said today. 

A reduction in the hospital’s bud- 
get two years ago forced the clos- 
ing of its occupational workshop, 
which had been run by a staff of 
four teachers. Miss McCarthy 
agreed to continue the work of 
teaching 170 tuberculosis patients 
without salary.

6 FOUND IN MOSCOW 


Settlers in Mississippi Coun- 
try Were Unruly Lot. 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, April 26-—A _ietter 


written by George Washington in 
1785 to an unidentiifed man about 
a dispute over navigation on the 
Mississippi was reported found last 


night in the Moscow Histofical Mu- 
seum. The letter, which is a part 
of the collection of the late Count 
G. V. Orloff-Davidoff, a Russian an- 
tiquarian, is dated “Mount Vernon, 
June 21, 1785.” 
It begins with the salutation 
“Sir,” but gives no evidence of the 
identity of the man to whom it was 
sent.

“T am greatly objiged to you for 
the several communications of your 
letter—I wish disagreeable conse- 
quences may not result from the 
contentions respective to the navi- 
gation of the River Mississippi.

Presiding County Judge Wants 
Dr. Patton to Quit if He 
Runs for for Congress. 


Presiding Judge Albert Wehmeyer 
of the St. Louis County Court said 
today that if Dr. W. G. Patton, su- 
perintendent of the St. ag County 
Hospital, is 
ino nee sulhen bele chatt an bana af 
the hospital to which he was ap- 
pointed by the County Court. 

Dr. Patton, who announced his 
candidacy yesterday for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Congress from 
the Twelfth District, said that he 
has no intention of resigning, re- 
ferred to Judge Wehmeyer’s atti- 
tude as “unsportsmanlike.” - 

“If he thinks I shoula resign he 
ought to resign from the court,” 
Dr. Patton said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, “since he’s running for re- 
election. The court has a check on 
me but nobody has a check on them. 
A Judge who is running for office 
himself and denies others the same 
right—why, it’s too ridiculous to 
consider.” 

Commenting on Dr. Patton’s an- 
nouncement of his candidacy, Judge 
Wehmeyer said: 

“If he wants to run for a job in 
Congress he ought to get out of the 
job he has now. He can’t play ,oli- 
tics and hold down the superinten- 
dency of the hospital. I told him 
that to his face some time ago.” 

The official attitude of the Coun- 
ty Court is dependent, Judge Weh- 
meyer, a Republican, indicated, 
upon the position taken by the two 
Democratic judges who constitute 
the majority of the court. One of 
them, Judge Schramm, said today 
the matter probably would be 
“talked over in court.” 

Dr. Patton, who recalled that 
Judge Wehmeyer had informed him 
privately he should not attempt to 
conduct a Congressional campaign 
and operate the hospital at the 
same time, explained that he 
wouldn’t “take time away from my 
hospital.” 

“T will campaign at night,” Dr. 
Patton said, "and let my friends 
take care of my campaign in the 
daytime.” 

Dr. Patton, a former president of 
the Southeast Missouri Democratic 
League, has been active in politics, 
announcing his candidacy for the 
1982 Democratic nomination for 
Governor but withdrawing in favor 
of the late Francis M. Wilson. 

While he has not formally filed 
for Congress, Dr. Patton said he 
would “attend to that formality in 
a short time” and swing into his 
intensive “night-time campaign” 
five or six weeks before the August 
primaries. 


HAY TO TAKE UP COMPLAINTS 
ON DES PERES ASSESSMENT 


Counselor Says His Department 
Will Try to Deal Fairly With 
Taxpayers and City. 

City Counselor Hay said today 
that the City Law Department 
would take up the complaints of 
property owners affected by the 
special tax levy of more than $1,- 
000,000 for the River des Peres sew- 
er, and would make a sincere en- 
deavor to act fairly toward the 
property owners and the city. 

“If we find that an adjustment 
should be made,” Hay said, “we will 
not hesitate to recommend such ac- 
tion. In the North Twelfth boule- 
vard widening case, we made an 
offer to reduce the assessments 30 
per cent. If we conclude, on exam- 
ination of the facts, that a similar 
or greater reduction should be 
made here, we shall not hesitate 
to recommend it. If the courts 
should hold, as some of the prop- 
erty owners contend, that no as- 
sessment at all should be made, no 
attempt would be made to obtain 
judgments.” 

Hay commented on the activity 
of the Taxpayers’ Relief Associa- 
tion, in which Robert A. Thomann, 
a lawyer, and William Geist, former 
clerk of the Circuit Attorney’s of- 
fice, under Circuit Attorney How- 
ard Sidener, are the chief figures. 
He said that if they were soliciting 
the business of property owners, 
this practice was subject to criti- 
cism by ethical lawyers, but was 
not illegal.

HOPES FOR SURPLUS 


Expects to Pay All Expenses 
From Receipts and May 
Have Fund Left. 


With the opera season in 
the Municipal ditorium two- 
thirds completed, members of the 


Grand Opera Committee today were 
hopeful that receipts from the five 
performances would meet al] ex- 
penses, and would leave a fund for 
chorus and ballet work, to make 
possible a like season next fall or 
winter, and at intervals thereafter. 
The St. Louis Chorus and Ballet 
School, to be controlled by a civic 
group. will administer any fund 
thus established, with a view to 
keeping up an organization, so that 
grand opera may be given at any 
future time by importing princi- 
pals and conductor, and without 
bringing an outside chorus here. 
Round-figure returns from _ the 
seat sales of the opening perform- 
ance of “Aida” last Saturday night, 
and “Il Trovatore” Monday night, 
show $11,000 taken in at the first 
performance and $8000 at the sec- 
ond. The first house had no empty 
seats, but a considerable number of 
In the second, the passes 
were relatively fewer, but there was 
many vacant $5 seats downstairs. 
At last night’s double-bill perform- 
ance, the proceeds of which were 
being figured up today, a consider- 
able block of downstairs seats was 
sold to teachers and students at 
$3. The same will be done for Sat- 
urday night’s performance of 
“Madame Butterfly.” 

Estimated Cost $46,000. 
Members of the committee orig- 
inally figured the total cost for the 
five nights, including pay of per- 
formers, musicians, directors and 
mechanical employes, hall and scen- 
ery rent and other expenses, at 
$40,000. To this, for safety, they 
added a 15 per cent margin, mak- 
ing an estimated cost of $46,000. The 
most that could be taken in, if all 
seats were paid for at original scale 
prices at every performance, would 
be $66,000. Somewhere between this 
impossible maximum figure and the 
expense estimate of $46,000, the 
committee hopes, will be the total 
of receipts. 

Unofficial estimates of members 
of the committee show an aver- 
age estimated cost of $3200 a per- 
formance, or $16,000 in all, for 
stars, and more than $8000 for 
scenery rental, transportation from 
and back to Chicago, insurance and 
care. The bill for orchestra and 
stage hands, of whom varying 
numbers are engaged, has not been 
accurately computed. 

The scenery was obtained from 
the Chicago Civic Opera Co., the 
organization formerly financed by 
Samuel Insull. Obtaining this scen- 
ery and engaging the stars were 
the major tasks of Guy Golterman, 
veteran opera producer, in his ca- 
pacity as director for the Grand 
Opera Committee. 

Committee to Fix Salary. 
Finances are in the hands of the 
committee, without any formal list 
of guarantors such as is obtained 
each season for the Municipal 
Opera in Forest Park. The direc- 
tor’s compensation will be fixed by 
the committee, and the hoped-for 
allotment of funds to the Chorus 
and Ballet School will be made, 
after all expenses of the perform- 
ances have been met. 

Committee finances are handled 
by David L. Grey, treasurer of the 
St. Louis Symphony Society, as 
committee treasurerre M 

Lewis is chairman, E. H. McRey- 
nolds, vice-chairman, and Mrs. N. 
S. Chouteau Walsh represents the 
women’s committee. Besides these, 
Frank M. Mayfield, general chair- 
man of the Auditorium Dedication 
Committee, and Henry W. Kiel, 
builder of the Auditorium and for- 
mer Mayor, have been actively con- 
nected with the committee’s work. 
The two remaining performances, 
as has been announced, are “Ma- 
dame Butterfly” Saturday night, 
with Mario Chamlee and Hitzi 
Koyke, Japanese soprano, in the 
cast, and “La Boheme” Saturday 
night, May 5, with Lucrezia Bori 
and Chamlee. ‘

SENATE GROUP FAVORS CHANGE

The bill, #& said, 
“would make it clear that the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture may, in bene- 
fit contracts with farmers, provide 
for limitation or reduction of the 
acreage or production of non-basic 
commodities as well as of the basic 
commodity or commodities for the 
control of the production of which 
a contract is primarily designed.”

Hirota by the American Ambassa- 
dor, Joseph C. Grew. 

According to the Foreign Office 
version of the interview, Ambas- 
sador Grew delivered no note and 
made no representations, merely 
requesting an authoritative ver- 
sion of Japan’s restatement of pol- 
icy toward China. 

Ambassador Grew asked whether 
the English translation of the 
April 17 declaration and restate- 
ment of policy as published in 
Tokio was accurate. 

Hirota replied that the declara- 
tion was not official and hence 
there was no authoritative transla- 
tion, but later promised to con- 
sider supplying an accurate ver- 
sion. The interview lasted 15 min- 


utes. 
Speculation in Tokio. 

Government leaders were im- 
pressed particularly because Grew’s 
visit indicated Washington in- 
tended a further thorough study of 
the declaration, made public April 
17, before deciding on its course. 

Additional significance was at- 
tached to the call in high circles 
here because it followed close upon 
a visit made yesterday by Sir 
Francis Lindley, the British am- 
bassador. 

There was wide speculation on 
whether an Anglo-American under- 
standing exists concerning Japan’s 
intentions under its restated policy 
toward China, although dispatches 
from London said Great Britain 
had no intention of acting with any 
other Powers in connection with 
the situation in the Far East. 

Chinese Minister Calls. 

Shortly before Grew called on the 
Foreign Minister, Chinese Minister 
Chiang Tso-pin visited Hirota to 
discuss the policy. According to a 
version of this meeting given by 
Rengo (Japanese News Agency) as 
having been obtained from Hirota, 


the Foreign Minister warned Chiang 


of the danger of China’s purchasing 
arms from the Occident, employing 
Occidental military advisers and 
“contrav the spirit of co-oper- 
ation for maintenance of the peace 
in East Asia.” 

Mirota asserted Japan had not 
welcomed signs that China was pre- 
pearing for some sort of crisis and 
recalled that Japan had suffered 
severely from Chinese boycotts. 

_ Retterating the main points set 
forth in the declaration of April 17, 
Hirota asserted that the Tokio Gov- 
ernment desired that China consult 
Japan before accepting Occidental

WASHINGTON, April 26. — An 
omnibus bill, broadening the power 
of the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration and authorizing it to com- 
promise claims in connection with 
the reorganization of railorads was 
passed by the Senate and sent to 
the House yesterday. 

The bill would permit the RFC 
to accept new securities in adjust- 
ment or compromise of claims 
against railroads in bankruptcy or 
receivership im a Fedéral Court. 
This part of the legislation was 
recommended. by Jesse H, Jones, 
RFC chairman, on the ground that 
“without such power, the ability 
of the corporation to agree to any 
plan of reorganization which may 
involve reduction of the topheavy 
capital structure of some of the 
railroads of the country is so re- 
stricted that reorganizations which 
can be effected during the present 
depression must be extremely lim- 
ited.” 

The bill is calculated to assist the 
railroads in carrying out the pro- 
gram recently outlined by President 
Roosevelt for reduction of capital 
structures. 

Other sections of the bill would 
put the RFC on the same basis for 
court proceedings as the Govern- 
ment itself in collection of debts 
and liquidation of loans and liberal- 
izé its lending powers. The RFC 
would be given power to make 
loans for five years instead of three 


and extend the time for repayment 
of loans so that they could be paid 
off after economic conditions have

Still other provisions would per 
mit the RFC to adjust certain loans 
to 20-year maturity; doube the fund

The Tax Burden on Real Estate. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR editorial, “Mayor Dickmann’s 

First Year,” was a fine resume of a 
business-like municipal administration, 
setting forth its successes and failures. 

In the summary, the following state 
ment is made: “and (Mayor Dickmann) 
has a real desire to advance the interests 
of the city, except when these interests 
clash with his fear of increased taxa- 
tion.” 

This fear is one of the outstanding 
accomplishments of the present adminis- 
tration. “The power to tax is the power 
to destroy.” This power has destroyed 
the credit of ohne of our neighboring 
states. It has placed so many cities on 
the brink of bankruptcy that a bill has 
been introduced in Congress to allow 
cities to go into bankruptcy. One of our 
largest cities has found that it can assess 
taxes, but collection is another matter. 
‘ Real estate now carries 95 per cent of 
the tax burden in St. Louis. Does rea) 
estate account for 95 per cent of the 
wealth of our city? We don’t know, be- 
cause we haven't scratched the surface 
in assessing other forms of wealth. How- 
ever, 60 per cent would be a fair guess.

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THE SILVER THRUST. __ 

The agitation for silver in Congress has reached 
a point where it is likely Congress will pass @ bill 
compelling the Treasury to buy large amounts of 


silver. . 

But the President will promptly veto such a bill. 
And even the most vociferous silver advocates con- 
cede that their strength is not sufficient to get by 
the President’s veto. Thus, the outlook is bright that 
no radical silver policy will be forced on the admin- 
istration, to the detriment of business confidence. 

Congress will probably choose between two silver 
bills. One is the Dies bill, which originated in the 
House and was amended in the Senate. The other 
is the silver bill of Senator Wheeler, The Dies bill 
has already passed the, House and been reported out 
of the Agriculture Committee of the Senate. The 
Wheeler bill, though voted on three times before in 
the Senate, is making its way once more through the 
Senate Finance Committee for another\ vote on the 
floor. Since it is still in committee, and the Dies 
bill is already reported out, the latter has a slight 
advantage for adoption by the Senate. 

However, there is little to choose between the 
bills. Though the Dies bill originally was proposed 
to help the exporting of agricultural products, Sen- 
ator Thomas has added an amendment to it that 
makes it an out-and-out inflationary measure. ‘The 
Thomas amendment directs the Treasury Depart- 
ment to buy silver at the rate of 50,000,000 ounces a 
month until the world price for the white metal has 
risen to $1.29 an ounce. The Treasury is not com- 
pelled to start buying silver until Jan. 1, 1935, and 
only then if the world price of silver is below $1.29 
an ounce. The Wheeler bill would make the Treas- 
ury start buying silver at once, in sufficient quanti- 
ties until the world price of silver has risen to $2.19 
an ounce. The Wheeler bill is undoubtedly more in- 
flationary than the Dies-Thomas proposal, but both 
bills are tainted with the curse of unsound money. 
Both embody the erring belief that the root of the 
depression lies in the lack of money in circulation. 

With this belief, the administration has taken 
strong issue, and soundly so. It is not the amount 
of money in circulation that makes the difference be- 
tween good times and bad times. It is the amount 
of credit that is circulating. Though it has been 
repeated to the point of tiresomeness, it must again 
be said that 90 per cent of business is transacted 
with checks, which represent the use of bank credit. 
In 1929, check transactions totaled 1200 billion dol- 
lars. Last year they totaled 600 billion dollars. 

In other words, check credit has declined 50 per 
cent. Yet last year we had approximately the same 
amount of money in circulation as in 1929. It was 
credit that slipped out of circulation. This vast 
shrinkage of bank credit is at present roosting in 
our banks, held back from the arteries of trade be- 
cause bankers are still timid about the business out- 
look. The advocates of money inflation will not see 
that their policy is directly antagonistic to a revival 
of credit. They will not perceive that pumping out 
money to class interests acts promptly to deter the 
expansion of credit. It frightens bankers. They 
scent depreciation ills, Whether well-founded or ill- 
founded, the result of such apprehension is to cause 
them to double the locks on the credit under their 
control and to summon home credit that they have 
released. This psychological condition of bankers 
confronts the administration—not the theory of why 
bankers should not be able to see greenbacks or sil- 
ver certificates multiplied this sfde of actual depre-4 
ciation without getting the jitters. 

The administration is carefully nursing business 
confidence along, so that idle bank credit already is 
taking heart. The last few months have witnessed a 
surge of business confidence. If this continues, bil- 
lions of dollars will come rolling out of our banks. 
Compared to the opening up of the resources in bank 
credit, the largest possible expansion of money in cir- 
culation short of depreciation would be but a drop in 
the bucket. And yet this drop, if unwisely pumped 
out through silver certificates or greenbacks, may 
drive into retirement credit resources many times its 
face value. Business recovery depends not on the 
issuance of two or three or even 10 billions of dol- 
lars in silver certificates or greenbacks, but in put- 
ting credit of many times this sum into circulation. 
‘Business languishes, not from lack of money in cir- 
culation, but from lack of credit, which can become 
many times more powerful in its production of pur- 
chasing power than the best efforts of greenbacks 
and silver certificates. 

The administration sees this point very clearly. 
It does not intend to sacrifice the greater gain in pur- 
chasing power for the lesser. The furthering of busi- 
ness confidence is vastly more important than put- 
ting more money into eirculation to help class in- 
terests. 
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THE TOURIST INVASION.

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THE WATERWORKS STATEMENT. 

The city waterworks reports a balance of $680,670 
over expenditures for the fiscal year ending April 9. 
Tota] receipts from all sources, principally water 
rates, were $3,798,803. Expenditures for all purposes 
were $3,118,133. The difference is the profit, as 
stated, which has increased the surplus to $2,984,294. 
Here is a statement which anyone can understand. 
Here are the essentials of accounting: receipts, ex- 
penditures and the difference, profit or deficit, as the 
case may be; in this instance, a profit. 

But if our waterworks were a privately owned and 
operated utility, would its story be told in this sim- 
ple language?

@ crazy quilt of securities which would give the or- 
dinary investor the jitters and baffle the expert; 
there would be absentee ownership, and probably 
bondholders asked to forego interest. , 
Private enterprise insists—in many tongues—that 


Theoretically, it may be. Actually, it isn’t. It is the 
actualities that count. That is why municipal own- 
ership is driving private operation, with its scandals, 
chicanery and corruption, out of the utility field. 
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COTTON AND THE BANKHEAD LAW. 

The Texas Weekly regards the Bankhead law with 
grave apprehensions, and so do we. The President 
said in signing the law that he did so because the 
people in the Cotton Belt are convinced that this is 
the only way in which they can limit production and 
keep up the price. Secretary Wallace, who says the 
bill is abhorrent to him, nevertheless does justify it 
to a degree upon the score that the people it affects 
are the people who want it. 

The Bankhead law limits the cotton crop to 10, 
000,000 bales this year, and it puts a tax of half the 
market value on all cotton brought to the gins in 
excess of that quantity. The Weekly says: “It is 
called a tax, but it is a penalty. It is a penalty for 
having produced an extra bale of cotton, for having 
crea something useful. The farmer will be com- 
pe to pay this penalty, or he will be prevented 
from selling his extra bale of cotton. If he can find 
anybody who will conspire with him to avoid this 
penalty, someone who will conspire with him to boot- 
leg the extra bale, they will both get into trouble.” 

The Weekly thinks there may be some difficulty 
in getting the courts to back up such strictures upon 
production. Nor is it so sure that this means 15-cent 
cotton by next August. Cotton at Dallas on the day 
following passage of the Bankhead bill was 11.45 
cents a pound. In Liverpool it was worth 6.31 pence, 
or slightly more than it sold for in Dallas. 

The Weekly thinks the increase in the price of cot- 
ton on American markets since this time a year ago 
has been chiefly due to the decline in the value of 
the dollar. It points out that the foreign production 
of cotton this year was only 700,000 bales less than 
the American product. It fears that if American cot- 
ton production is to be limited this year to 10,000,000 
bales, foreign production will be greater than our 
own. That is, the rest of the world will step in and 
replace our own curtailment, which is what happens 
with all limited agricultural] production in the United 
States, Only international agreement, already under- 
taken with respect to other crops, can stabilize such 
a situation. 

It is a fortunate people who know what is good for 
them. We would like to feel that the people of the 
Cotton Belt know what is good for them, but we 
share the apprehensions of the Texas Weekly. 
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POLITICS ON THE AMERICAN PLAN. 

That stalwart foe of the New Deal, Mark Sullivan, 
regrets that the Democrats have not rebelled against 
the administration. The radical proposals are more 
contrary to Democratic tradition and principle than 
to Republican, he writes in the New York Herald 
Tribune, and Democratic opposition would be more 
effective. He explains: 

Everybody knows the administration in power 
would be attacked by Republicans under any con- 
ditions. If President Roosevelt were as con- 
servative as his Democratic predecessor, Grover 
Cleveland; or had he as reverent a regard for 
the Constitution as his other Democratic prede- 
cessor, Woodrow Wilson, he would be opposed 
by the Republicans anyhow. Even if the admin- 
istration in power did not include any New Deal, 
even if it were the most normal Democratic ad- 
ministration, in that event the Republicans would 
oppose it. 

It is equally true that, if the administration were 
Republican, and as safe and sane, say, as McKinley, 
or as irregular as T. R., the Democrats would view 
it with alarm and denounce it in all the terms of 
derision, opprobrium and indignation. 

That is partisan politics on the American plan. 
is stupid politics in any circumstances, and in the 
present critical state of affairs, dangerous politics, 
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A NEW POST FOR DR. TUGWELL. 

Dr. Tugwell’s promotion from Assistant Secretary 
to the new post of Under-secretary of Agriculture is 
capital. Three reasons for indorsing if immediately 
come to mind. In the first place, it answérs those 
who have been professing to praise the good inten- 
tions of President Roosevelt and at the same time 
declaring that he, unwittingly, is being betrayed by 
members of his official family. Second, in the ab- 
sence of public comment by the President, it may be 
taken as his opinion of the Dr. Wirt episode. Third, 
while it may not enlarge the sphere of Dr. Tugwell’s 
activities, it is recognition by the President of the 
fine work of his brilliant aid. 

No end of stuff has been uttered about Dr. Tug- 
well’s political views. What, after all, are they? 
Let him state them himself: ‘. 

I suppose there does not exist in the whole 
country today a more convinced believer in the 
democratic process than Iam. But I happen to 
be really interested in its survival and eager to 
adapt it to the modern world, so that it can sur- 
vive. For this, something more than windy 
eulogies to liberty is necessary. Democracy has 
been living a precarious life among our business 
institutions; its enemies in this country were in 
a fair way to have it strangled and laid quietly 
aside until the New Deal came along. You all 
know the recent chapters in our history. And 
you all know as well as I do that a kind of spe 
cious and purely formal political process was 
being used as a stalking horse for privilege and 
threatening oligarchy. I have never lent my- 
self to this supreme political chicanery, and I am 
not likely to do so so long ag I keep any realise 
tic sense at all. 

A creed like that should be sufficient to explain 
why President Roosevelt has seen fit to place confi- 
dence in the man who holds it. 
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ITALY’S NEW CITY.. 

Another landmark in Mussolini’s audacious project 
for draining the vast and malaria-ridden Pontine 
marshes was reached a few days ago, when the new 
city of Sabaudia was dedicated by the King and 
Queen. The program, as in our own country, com- 
bines relief and public works, but adds the virtual 
creation of new land for ¢ crowded population. The 
new city, one of several projected for the district, was 
built in 200 days by 6000 laborers, working in day 
and night shifts. When completed, it will house

On Planned Planning 


NCE again the President has called for 
() ‘pienning” and once more it is evident 


that he uses the word, not in the Rus- ’ 


sian sense, where it means a society direct- 
ed according to an official plan, but in the 
old-fashioned sense of foresight and orderly 
procedure in dealing with various problems. 
He has been impressed, for example, with 
the fact that economic progress often leaves 
groups of people stranded; the thing they 
produced is no longer in demand or it can 
be produced more efficiently elsewhere, or 
the natural] resources which they were using 
have run out, 

Then, like some of the coal miners, some 
farmers, some mill workers, they are per~ 
manently in trouble, and something intelli- 
gent and humane and imaginative needs to 
be done to set them on their feet. It may 
be that they ought to move to other regions, 
or to learn new trades, or to be supplied 
with new capital to catch up with the pro- 
cession. The President thinks that it is the 
business of the community to make plans 
for dealing with situations of this sort. 

He has been impressed, too, with ~ the 
waste and disorder of the helter-skelter de- 
velopment of cities, of transportation, or 
forests and minerals and water power, and 
he would like the nation to look ahead and 
be orderly and sensible in its economic ac- 

‘ tivity. Surely, this is a good gospel to preach 
to any people, and particularly to a poople 
which has settled a continent and has now 
to begin to husband and organize its wealth. 

Bur if it is a good gospel to preach, it is 
@ good gospel to practice, and it is in the 
actual planning of its own major policies 
that the New Deal is most vulnerable. They 
have not been properly planned, that is to 
say, they do not fit into one another and 
supplement one another as they should if 
the great objective of recovery is to be 
achieved as promptly and as certainly as 
possible. What we have are a number of 
policies, each according to a plan, but not 
all of them according to the same plan. 


Take the AAA as a first example, since 
it wae the first big measure of its kind. 
Machinery was set up for the purpose of 
reising the price of wheat, cotton and a 
few other staples to their pre-war value in 
terms of what the farmer buys. Last April 
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of the artificial and premature raising of 
wages and industrial prices. 

In addition, “plans” were adopted to pre- 
vent what Assistant Secretary of Agriculture 
Tugwell has called the “racketeering, the 
financial juggling, the exploitation” of 1929. 
They were very effective plans, ingenious to 
the last degree in devices to prevent these 
very real abuses. They are so stringent in 
preventing wrongs that they have come very 
close to preventing financial enterprise as 
well, and they have contributed greatly to 
keeping the capital market locked up. 

Yet right alongside of these measures the 
administration has pursued a monetary pol- 
icy which creates an enormous reservoir of 
credit which it would very urgently like to 
see used to revive industry and employment. 

Each one of these policies has a plan, but 
they have no common plan. If it was wise 
to ‘raise agricultural prices by inflation, sub- 
sidies and restriction of output, it was un- 
wise to raise manufacturing prices at the 
game time. If it is desirable to increase 
employment, as it obviously is, then ‘t is 
unwise to begin by increasing the cost of 
employing more men, If it is desirable to 
expand credit, as it surely is, it is unwise 
to block credit channels. 


Many charges have been brought against 
the Brain Trust, some of them silly, some 
outrageously unfair. But this criticism will 
stand against it, and it is an important one. 
The Brain Trust is a collection of men 
doing specialized tasks, and these men have 
worked at cross-purposes with one another 
and without a coherent general conception 
of the problems of recovery as a - whole.

If 
it is the function of the brain to see that 
the left hand knows what the right hand 
is*dcing, then the Brain Trust has not been 
on the job. 

As a matter of fact, the real source of this 
difficulty is not the Brain Trust, but the 
excessive centralization of responsibility in 
the person of the President. The same exact 
difficulty existed urider Mr. Hoover.

OPERA TWIN BILL. 
QVEN AT AUDITORIUM 


‘Cavalleria Rusticana’ and 
‘Pagliacci’ Presented Before 
Crowded House.

é6 AVALLERIA” and “Pagii- 
C acci”—the Siamese twins of 
opera—were presented to an- 
other crowded house last night at 
the Municipal Auditorium as the 
third bill in the brief and welcome 
operatic season being given under 


the management of Guy Golterman 
and the St. Louis Opera company. 


Both these piecés have a strong 
enough appeal to the public to be 
included in the repertoire of most 
opera houses. In the case of 
“Cavalleria” one would hazard that 
its attraction lay in a quick moving, 
melodramatic story. Leoncavallo’s 
opera has the same appeal and com- 
bines. with it a rather - fetching 
warmth and charm in its music. 


Good Individual Performances. 


But the productions of both op- 

eras were below par last night 
judged by any standard. Cer- 
tain individual performances were 
good but Miss Emily Roosevelt’s 
inability to realize any of the pos- 
sibilities of her two roles—Santuzza 
and Nedda—either vocally or dra- 
matically, had an enervating effect 
on the whole evening. The voice 
is not particularly interesting to be- 
gin with, is not well produced and 
is always disturbed by the disquiet- 
ing imminence of a tremolo. And 
vocally ineffective as she was, Miss 
Roosevelt had even less facility with 
her hands and feet. In brief, Miss 
Roosevelt is pot for the lyric stage. 
Mario Chamlee’s treatment of the 
role of Turiddu was a highly cred- 
itable vocal performance, though 
he, too, was somewhat under the 
influence of the leaden spirit that 
pervaded everything. 
“Pagliacci” was better largely be- 
cause of the professional finish and 
gusto supplied by ‘Giovanni Mar- 
tinelli in the role of Canio and the 
superior performance by Claudio 
Frigerio as Tonio, 

Power, Depth in Prologue. 
Frigerio’s voice is fresh and in- 
teresting and he has decided dra- 
matic gifts. At present he seems 
to be laboring under the difficulty 
of giving it maximum power and 
beauty until he has had a chance 
to warm up. The first few meas- 
ures of the’ prologue were a little 
thin but it soon gained resiliency, 
power and depth. 

This and the other famous aria 
“Vesti la giubba,” sung by Marti- 
nelli at the end of the first act, 
got the expected enthusiastic re- 
sponse from the audience. 

Maestro Papi again presided on 
the conductor’s podium with the 
same assurance and authority. Al- 
though he could not lift “Caval- 
leria” out of its torpor he kept the 
performance whole.

NAZIS SAY JEWS PLO 
TO MURDER HITLER 


It Will Ex- 
pose Plan in May 
Day Issue. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, April 26.—Exposure of 
a “Jewish plan to murder Adolf 
Hitler” was promised to the Ger 


man people today in posters, aflame 
with red ink, which were distribut- 


ed throughout the Reich. 

The posters advertised the May 
day issue of The Stormer, published 
by Julius Streicher, Nazi chieftain 
for Franconia, who only yesterday 
was named “political commission- 
er’ of the Bavarian state govern- 


ment. 
The advertisements carry a re- 
production of the masthead of The 


Stormer, which calls itself the 
“greatest anti-Semitic newspaper in 
the world.” 

The May day issue announcement 
says it will “cause a sensation in 
the whole world.” The words “se- 
cret revolt” in big black type are 
followed by two heavily under 
scored red banner lines reading: 
“Jewish murder plot against non- 
Jewish humanity exposed.” 

Promises of disclosures of Jewish 
ritual murders and Jewish secret 
laws are made in smaller type fol- 
lowed by another red line reading, 
“Jewish plan to murder Adolf Hit- 
ler.” 

The poster concludes with an ap- 
peal reading, in part: 

“Fellow Germans... you don’t 
know the Jewish question... you 
don’t realize that the Jewry of the 
world wants to destroy Germany 
and murder Adolf Hitler... Buy 
our special edition and spread it 
wholesale among the German peo- 
ple. . . you're thereby combatting 
the Jewish enemy of the world and 
serving your people and your fa- 
therland,”

oldest friends and followers, will

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HEIRS TO $80,000 FOUND 
~ AFTER TWO-YEAR SEARCH 


NEW YORK, April 26.—The rou- 
tine business of the surrogate’s 
court and the State Tax Commis- 
sion has turned a strange story 
of a two-year search to find the 
rightful owner of $80,000 which has 
been resting since 1929 in a safety 
deposit box of the, Times Square 
branch of the National City Bank. 

Moda Douglas, an actress who 
died in 1929 in Phoenix, Ariz., 
owned the safe deposit box. In 
May, 1932, officers of the bank 
opened the box because the rent 
had been unpaid for many years 
and they were unable to locate Miss 

las. ‘They found the box 
stuffed with bills of all denomina- 
tions and bankbooks from seven 
banks. There was $20,001 in cash 
and more than $60,000 in the bank 
accounts plus the accumulated in- 
terest. 

Bank investigators found their 
first clue to Miss Douglas’ identity 
in a St. Louis newspaper, published 
in May, 1908, which listed Miss 
Douglas with a list of graduates of 
Forest Park University at St. 
Louis. Following this lead the bank 
officials learned that she died in 
Arizona, leaving only a fur coat 
valued at $200 in her effects.

D. Blancher, of Memphis, Tenn., 
will share in the money after the 
cost of administering the estate 
and finding the heirs is deducted.

CTY CANT BALANCE 
BUDGET, MAYOR SAYS 


Present Figures Indicate Deficit 
of $1,500,000 at End of 
Next Fiscal Year. 


It does not appear possible that 
the city’s budget for the new fiscal 
year of 1934-35 can be balanced, 
Mayor Dickmann announced yes- 
terday, after the first session of 
the Board of Estimate & Appor- 
tionment for preparation of the 
budget. | 

Present figures indicate the defi- 
eit next April, at the end of the 
fiscal year, might be about $1,500,- 
000, if the various departments 
spend this year on the same scale 
as last year. This includes about 
$900,000 to pay the cost of restoring 
the old pay scale for officials and 
employes. The scale was reduced 
10 per cent two years ago. 

The deficit when the last fiscal 
year ended, April 9, was $142,000, 
compared with $1,379,529 the year 
previously. The Dickmiann admin- 
istration made up the difference in 
its first year in office. 

$16,785,000 Expected Revenue. 

Estimated revenue for the fiscal 
year 1934-35 is $16,785,000. Expendi- 
tures for the last fiscal year were 
$17,842,081. The Mayor said he 
could not see how expenditures 
could be made any lower this year, 
as expenses were “cut to the bone” 
yast year.” 

“T don’t see how we can operate 
the departments efficiently and 
gti balance the budget,” Dick- 
mann declared. “The Fire Depart- 
ment needs new apparatus and 
other departments need new equip- 
ment, which it would be economy 
to purchase now.” 

The Board of Estimate heard 
representatives of several depart- 
ments. argue in behalf of budget 
requests for the new year yester- 
day. The Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the: Board of Aldermen 
was invited to attend the. budget 
meetings, but Chairman Lietchen 
said the- committee probably would 
stay away, waiting until the bill 
is referred to it after introduction 
in the Board of Aldermen May §&8. 
No final: decisions on allowances 
were made yesterday. 

Assessor Coale, who is asking for 
$213,000, which is $52,000 more than 
his department had last year, sdid 
$50,000 of the increase was for 
bookkeeping machines which would 
eliminate 20 clerks, so that the ma- 
chines would pay for themselves in 
about a year. Also he would like 
to employ a deputy assessor, to bé 
assigned to taxing trust estates, 
and three more district assessors. 
Many trust estates, Coale said, now 
escaped the personal property tax 
because banks and trust companies 
were unwilling to file inventories, 
and considerable investigation was 
needed to discover these’ estates 
and aSsess them. 

Plan Commission Request. 

The City Plan Commission was 
told that it could expect for this 
year about the $13,104 it got last 
year, instead of the $19,638 it asks 
for. The Efficiency Board, which 
received $22,730 last year, is asking 
for $29,800, because several large 
examinations are to be held this 
year. 

The Aldermanic budget for this 
year restores the $5000 contingency 
fund, ordinarily used for junkets, 
but reduced to $100 last year for in- 
cidental expenses. In all, the Board 
of Aldermen is asking for $79,636 
this year, compared with an expen- 
diture of $65,398 last year. 

Other department budgets taken 
up at the meeting were the License 
Collector’s office, which spent $70,- 
500 last year and has requested 
$81,160; the Supply Commissioner’s 
office, which spent $32,434 and has 
requested $36,448; and the Mayor’s 
office, which spent $32,472, and has 
requested $38,972. 

All department estimates are 
somewhat larger than last year’s 
budgets because of restoration of 
the 10 per Cent pay cut for city em- 
ployes. The Mayor, who accepted a 
$6000 cut in the $12,500 contingency

The Talmadge-Jessel Romance | 


NORMA TALMADGE 


HEN Norma Talmadge and 

George Jessel] were married 

the other day in Atlantic City, 
they were not springing any. sur- 
prise on their friends. Or at least, 
if there was any element of sur- 
prise, it was in the fact that their 
friends and “public” also, had 
looked and waited for it for so 
long, without it taking place that 
they had finally sort of forgotten 
about it. For the Talmadge-Jessel 
romance has been one of . long 
standing in Hollywood and stage 
circles, despite the minor detail of 
both being married when the ro- 
mance started. 

As long as two years ago rumor 
emanating from the film colony had 
the movie fans agitated as to 
whether the close association of 
Norma, at that time Mrs. Joseph 
Schenck, wife of the movie pro 
ducer, and Jessel, then married to 
Mrs. Florence Courtney Jessel, was 
purely a business matter, or would 
lead to more serious things. Pure- 
ly business, was the explanation 
given by the two in September, 
1932, when they were making a tour 
of the larger cities of the country 
in a stage show playing motion 
picture houses. Norma, in fact, 
professed that her chief interest 
was in a barnstorming show head- 
ed by Jessel and herself, with a 
group of 25 or 30 chorus girls. 

At that time, however, she was 
already separated from Schenck, 
amicably, of course, and had been 
for five years, but indicated she 
was not sufficiently interested im 
remarriage to bother to get a di- 
vorce. 

“We'd each have to get a divorce 
first if we contemplated marry- 
ing,” she said in reply to a direct 
question about the rumors. “Well, 
divorces are easy enough to get in 
the West, and neither of us has 
sought one. So there is the an- 


swer.” 

But only a few days laier Mrs.

1932, when, during a legal dis- 
pute between two lawyers who had 
been interested in the suit, it was 
stated that Miss Talmadge had 
guaranteed the settlement by pledg- 
ing securities. It was a possibility, 
for when Norma and Schenck had 
dissolved their community of prop- 
erty the two were said to be worth 
$1,000,000, but Miss Talmadge de- 
nied the statement. She also de 
nied a statement in court that she 
had been threatened with an aliena- 
tion of affections suit. 


She commented that with Jessel’s 
ability to earn $10,000 weekly iH 
seemed “ridiculous that anyone 
should be asked to guarantee a pal- 
try $100,000 property settlement.” 

The next development in the Talk 
madge-Jessel romance occurred in 
February, 1933, when Jessel trans- 
ferred to “Norma Talmadge 
Schenck” the residence he had pur- 
chased the previous fall at Palm 
Beach, Fila., and had remodeled at 
a considerable expense. 

That was the last development of 
any consequence, outside of their 
continued business association, un- 
til the first part of this month, 
when Miss Talmadge was granted 
a divorce on grounds of incompati- 
bility, in Juarez, Mexico. A few 
days later Jessel announced that he

madge, who had joined him in New 
York immediately after the divorce, 
and in another few days Norma 
confirmed the engagement. She 
would like to be married in Florida 
or in Rome, she said, and the wed- 
ding would take place imside of 
three months. 

Miss Talmadge is about 37 years 
old, and has been one of the out- 
standing screen stars since she was 
14. She was raised in Brooklyn, 
and on a visit to the old Vitagraph 
Studios in Brooklyn was given a 
small part in a one-reel feature. 
Several other small bits were fol- 
lowed by a regular job at $25 a 
week, and during her career has 
played with some of the outstand- 
ing screen stars. Among those 
whom she has known as contempo- 
raries are Maurice Costello, Rex In- 
gram, Antonio Moreno, Anita Stew- 
art, Florence Turner, then known 
as the “Vitagraph Girl,” and Con- 
stance Talmadge, her sister. She 
and Joseph Schenck were married 
in 1917, and two years later she 
organized her own producing com- 
pany. She has been in films pretty 
consistently ever since, and until 
her recent stage tours, had refused 
offers to appear other than on the 
screen.

Complex Causes 


Of the Different 
Kinds of Cramp

RAMPS being a very common- 
(C piece experience, one would 

imagine that the explanation of 
their occurrence and treatment 
ought to be simple, But the con- 
trary is the case. 

A cramp is defined as an invol- 
untary and sustained contraction of 
skeletal or organ musculature. 
There are many varieties of 
cramps. Some are occupational in 
character. These are known as 
writer's cramp, pianist’s cramp, vio- 
linist’s wrist, telegrapher’s cramp, 
milker’s cramp, tennis elbow, base- 
ball pitcher’s glass arm and others. 

These cramp afflictions may be 
painful or painless. They are 
thought to be due to fatigue and to 
the attempt to carry out accurate 
work against time. The cramps are 
brought on when the individual at- 
tempts to perform the characteris- 
tic motor action calling for the in- 
terplay of numerous muscles in a 
complicated fashion. 

it is interesting to note that when 
the cramp sufferer attempts to use 
but one or several of the affected 
groups of muscles in a manner dif- 
ferent from the habitual, no cramp- 
ing occurs. 

Occupational cramps more eom- 
monly are seen in the neurotic, or 
in What is known as the nervous 
type of personality. For this reason 
it is believed that there is a psychi- 
cal basis behind many of these 
complaints. 

Heat cramps is seen in persons 
who use the muscles while exposed 
to a very high temperature. Per- 
sons who perspire much and who 
drink much water are apparently 
more predisposed to cramps. 

In recent times, this condition has 
been charged to the loss of salt 
from the body, and therefore it 
can, in a measure, be prevented 
by drinking water made slightly 
saline by the addition of salt.

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HE Michigan of the days when 
T mite pine was king and when 

the lumberjacks chopped and 
sawed their way through the trees 
to the tune of ancient chanteys 
will be recalled at the National 
Folk Festival to be held in Si. 
Louis next week. This, the first 
National Folk Festival to be held 
in America, will be part of the 
elaborate program for the formal 
opening of the new Municipal Au- 
ditorium. An outstanding person- 
ality here at that time will be Miss 
Constance Rourke of Grand Rapids, 
Mich., author and student of Amer- 
ican folklore. St. Louis audiences 
at the festival will be indebted to 
Miss Rourke for the entertainment 
by the lumberjacks: for it was at 
her insistence that they were rec- 
ognized as an authentic example of 
the pioneer life of America. 

Miss Rourke with Prof. E. C. 
Beck of Central State Teachers’ 
College at Detroit, made a _ trip 
through Northern Michigan recent- 
ly, visiting country stores, farm 
houses, and the lumberjacks’ re- 
union camp at Riverdale, listening 
to ald shanty-boys as they sang, 
played and told stories. At River- 
dale numbers of them congregare 
every summer. An old time bunk- 
house and cook shanty have been 
built there, set among tall Michi- 
gan pines beside a stream. Here 
many of the old songs have been 
revived. Nor is ballad-making a 
lost art, for new songs have been 
composed there. 

When the word got around that 
there was a possibility of the lum- 
berjacks appearing at the Folk 
Festival, old lumberjacks turned up 
as by magic and started a vigor- 
ous correspondence with Miss 
Rourke and Prof. Beck. All of 
them wanted to come to St. Louis. 
So Miss Rourke and Prof. Beck 
staged a State-wide contest at Cen- 
tral State Teachers’ College in 
which 50 real lumberjacks partici- 
pated. They unearthed checkered 
mackinaws, knee-high river boots, 
tied scarlet sashes about their 
waists and red bandanas about 
their throats and put on a rip 
roaring contest before an audience 
that filled the college auditorium. 
From the participants 13 were se- 
lected to come to St. Louis to do 
their old-time stuff. 

“It has been taken for granted 
that the sources of our national 
folk lore were in the East, the 
South and ihe Southwest,” said 
Miss Rourke. “At the National Folk 
Festival we hope to prove that the 
Michigan lumberjack has made a 
unique and definite contribution. 
The lumber camps from Maine to 
Oregon have represented a northern 
frontier, and the songs and stories 
developing among the shanty-boys 
may be linkéd in many ways with 
those of other frontiers, even 
though the imaginative productions 
of the camps have their own char- 
acter and flavor. 

“Tt was in the bunkhouses at 
night that the characteristic songs 
were sung, tunes played and stories 
told. Almost any camp could form 
a small orchestra or at least an en- 
semble of instruments. All was im- 
promptu—a .nan would sing or play 
as he chose. Sometimes there was 
a solo with all joining the chorus 
and sometimes all the men sang. 
The same informality prevailed 
with the musical instruments. Any 
shanty-boy or a half dozen might 
break into a jig or a clog as the in- 
struments got under way. Dancing 
in the bunkhouses at night was as 
characteristic us the songs and the 
story telling.” 

Miss Rourke has collected songs 
and stories from many old-time 
lumberjacks in Michigan. Michigan, 
with its long lumbering history, has 
proved an excellent source for such 
stories and songs. Many of the 
songs are localized in Michigan and 
geemed to have developed there in 
the camps in che sixties, seventies 
and eighties. Many are obviously 
celebrated genuine happenings. 
Many are humorous and many are 
tragic, telling the story of perilous 
river drives, with a .ragic outcome. 
The Muskegon River, the Fiat, the 
Saginaw and others appear in these 
songs and many of the well known 
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Loggers clearing up a jam in a northern river.

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“The Jam on Gerry’s Rock,” “The 
Flat River Girl,” “Little Brown 
Bulls,” “Wild Mustard River,” and 
“Banks of the Pamanaw” are a few 
of the large number habitually sung 
in Michigan. 

“Instrumental music was also 
characteristic of the camps, with 
old fiddle tunes, many of Irish 
origin predominating. Others be- 
longing to all American frontiers 
were also heard like, “Turkey in the 
Straw,’ and ‘Pop Goe. the Weasel,’ ” 
said Miss Rourke. “Fiddles predom- 
inated, but the banjo was also 
played, the harmonica, and also the 
dulcimer. It is not generally known 
that the dulcimer was common in 
the camps in carly days; 50 years 
ago there was something of a rage 
for dulcimers in the lumber camps 
of Michigan. Our lumberjajcks wiil 
include a veteran dulcimer player, 
an old shanty-boy, who also plays 
the fiddle.” 

The dulcimer, according to one 
authority, is “a musical instru- 
ment appearing to be the common 
ancestor of the piano and xylo- 
phone.” The one to be used in the 
lumberjack orchestra at the festi- 
val will be played by A. J. Mulford 
of St. Louis. The instrument is 
more than a hundred years old and 
has a record of musical service in 
many an old Michigan. lumber

HE program in St. Louis will

Rourke’s lates book, “Davy 
Crockett,” which has just been 


published, is the first full length 
study of another significant figure 
of the frontier. 

The book brings together for the 
first time the almost forgotten but 
highly notable cycle of myths and 
legends of which Crockett was the 
major figure, told in his own life- 
time and afterward. Some of these 
are still told in Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky and in the Ozarks. 

“T believe that they prove Crock- 
ett to be the great outstanding fig- 
ure in American folklore of the 
frontier, and I feel that they are 
equally important as indicating the 
rich and poetic quality of the early 
American folk-imagination,” said 
Miss Rourke. She will speak at the 
morning session of the festival on 
Davy Crockett. 

The sorrowful story of the Sagi- 
naw is told in, “Jam at Gerry's 
Rock :”

CHAMPAGNE which is flat 
A: not necessarily bad. Although 

he wine may have lost its ef- 
fervescence due to age, it may be 
delicious as a still wine. (Cham- 
pagne still tastes like vinegar to 
me, anyway.) 


Ports, Sherries, Madeiras, Bran- 
dies and liqueurs should be stored 
standing upright, differing in this 
respect from other wines which 
would spoil if stored other than 


lying flat. 


Champagne should be served 
thoroughly iced. Dry white wines 
should be moderately chilled, and 
very sweet wines quite cold. 


To thoroughly enjoy wines at a 
meal one should avoid over-sweet 
cocktails and abstain from smoking 
until the meal is completed. Sher- 
ry is the only wine that permits the 
use of tobacco. 


The drier the wine the less in- 
toxicating it is. Sweet wines are 
usually very heady because of the 
higher percentage of alcohol due 
to the fermentation of sugar. (Boy- 
oboyoboy! Am I feeling giddy!) 


Never drink a red wine before 
a white wine, nor a Burgundy be- 
fore a Bordeaux. Likewise, never 
drink a liqueur before a brandy. 
It is an unforgivable faux pas to 
put ice into any wine.

Smothered Gil Rum Pudding, 
On This Unusual Dinner Menu 


By Gladys T. Lang 


The menu: ' 

Rye Bread Pie 
Smothered Squab 
Chicory Timbal Potatoes 
Hearts of Lettuce with Cheese 
Balls 
Puffed Crackers 
Rum Pudding 
Coffee 

The recipes: 

Rye Bread Pie. 

Carefully remove crust from 
@ round loaf of rye bread and 
cut a slice crossway less than 
one-half inch thick. Cream 
some butter and add a cup of 
chopped watercress. Spread over 
slice of bread. Season caviar 
with onion and lemon juice and 
spread over butter and water- 
cress. Over this press through 
ricer, the cooked yolks of hard 
boiled eggs. Cut in desired 
number of wedges, ay Oe 
them in pie shape. Pipe ea 
wedge with creamed cheese 
made soft enough with cream 
to press through pastry bag and 
well seasoned with salt, white 
pepper and a little worcester- 
shire sauce and anchovy paste. 
Garnish with watercress and 
turnip flowers. 

Turnip Flowers, 

With a very sharp knife slice 
a medium sized turnip to paper 
thinness and with a pair of 
scissors cut into the shape ofa 
wild rose, In the center of each 
place a small round slice of car- 
rot, held in place with a tooth- 


pick. Place these immediately 


in cold water and the petals will 
then curl. Just before ready 
to use, take from the water 
and place on parsley or water- 


cress. 
Smothered Squab. 

Salt and pepper eight squabs. 
In the bottom of a roasting pan 
put one and a half cups of 
melted butter, four small white 
onions, cut up fine, also four 
minced carrots and four slices 
of finely cut lean bacon. Place 
squabs in this and smother 
slowly i a moderate oven 
with a covered lid, basting fre- 
quently. After cooking about 
an hour, remove cover and in- 
crease temperature for the last 
15 minutes so that the birds 
will brown nicely. Remove to 
a heated platter and “press 
sauce in pan through a sieve 
and reheat. Garnish with boiled 
prunes. 

Broiled Prunes. 

Soak extra large prunes in 
warm water for two hours. 
Drain and remove seeds and 
stuff with prunes. Wrap each 
with a strip of bacon and broil, 
turning frequently until the ba- 
con becomes crisp. 

Chicory Timbal. 

Wash and pick over two large 
heads of chicory. In a kettle 
place the chickory with one cup 
of salted water, or just enough 
water to keep it from sticking, 
and a pinch of soda, and cook 
about 25 minutes. Drain in col- 
ander, squeeze out moisture and 
chop fine. Peel, chop and saute 
one cup of .mushrooms, mix 
with chickory, adding salt, pep- 
per and nutmeg. Stir in four 
eggs, one at a time, beating hard 
after each egg is added and 
lastly a cup of cream, whipped. 


Butter small molds well and 
fill with mixture. Place in a 
pan of hot water to reach half 
their height. Cook in a rather 
slack oven until firm, which will 
take from 30 to 45 minutes. 
Serve with Hungarian sauce. 
Hungarian Sauce. 

Stew a No. 2 size can of to- 
matoes with two stalks of cel- 
ery, one small bay leaf, a pinch 
of soda, a pinch of Hungarian 
pepper and one tablespoon of 
sugar until slightly thickened.

Dot with butter and bake in a 
hot oven until puffed and 
browned. It will take about 45 
minutes. 

Ram Pudding. 

Two eggs 

One cup of sugar 

Four tablespoons of whisky 
or rum 

One pint of whipped cream. 

Beat the yolks and whites 
separately. To the yolks add 
the sugar, then the whisky or 
rum, then the whipped cream. 
Lastly the whites, well whipped 
with a pinch of salt. Line a 
two-quart mold with split lady- 
fingers and fill with the above 
mixture. Pack in salt anc ice 
for three hours, then turn out 
on platter and surround with 
sweetened and flavored whipped 
cream.

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GUILTY HEART

VERYBODY in town knew Har- 

ley Robbins for an honest and 

honorable cashier. Yet he stood 
on trial, not only for the robbery 
of his own bank but for the mur 
der of a night watchman as well. 

It had been difficult to impanel a 
jury, for most of his townsmen 
honestly believed him innocent. 
“Harley Robbins would not rob his 
own bank,” they said. “Why, we've 
known’ him all our lives. He’s @& 
big man, successful, wealthy. It 
could not be in his heart to rob and 
kill.” 

Only one person actually knew 
Harley Robbins was guilty, and that 
person was himgelf.
